Says Hitler Didn’t Ask For 


French Fleet, Nor For A 


War Against Britain

VICHY, France. May 23 — 
Vice 
Premier Admiral dean 
Harlan told the French people 
today that Adolf Hitler has not 
asked France for her fleet in 
current negotiations and declar­ 
ed firmly: “ I will never hand 
it over.” 
Nor has Hitler asked for colonial 
concessions. Bald the vice premier. 
"The chancellor did not ask me 
to hand over our fleet to him.” Dar­ 
ien asserted in a broadcast. "Every­ 
one knows — and the English bet­ 
ter than anyone — that I never 
will hand it over. 
'Didn't Ask For Colonies' 
"The chancellor did not ask me 
for any colonial territory. He did 
not ask me to declare war on Eng­ 
land. 
"Why has he acted so? 
"Germany began the war alone 
and judges herself able to end it 
alone against no matter what coali­ 
tion. 
"On the result of negotiations In 
course," Harlan asserted, "directly 
depends the future of France.” 
"It is necessary for her to choose 
between life snd death. The mar­ 
shal and government have chosen 
Hfs." 
He emphasised: "In June, 1940, 
the victor could have refused us 
an armistice, beaten us and wiped 
France off the map of the world— 
but he did not do it." 
Has Agresd To Negotiate 
Now. Darlan said, "in May, 1941, 
the victor has agreed to negotiate 
with the French government." 
The vice premier said he had 
gone to Berchtesgaden to confer 
with Adolf Hitler at the fuehrer's 
request, but said that France "free­ 
ly chooses the road which she has 
taken.” 
"At no moment in the conversa­ 
tions (with Hitler) was there a 
question of France abandoning in 
any way her sovereignty," he said 
emphatically. 
Darlan told the French people 
their duty ta “clearly traced": 
"Follow the marshal (Petaln), 
and aid him with all your force, as 
I ara doing, in his work of national 
restoration. Like him. like me. in 
your thoughts he inspired only by 
the interests of France." 
Sovereignty Not Abandoned 
Darlan eutlined the nature of his 
conversations with Hitler in a ser­ 
ies of clipped sentences at the be­ 
ginning of his five-minute speech. 
"At no moment In the conversa­ 
tion was there a question of France 
abandoning

sovereignty. 
"France freely is choosing the 
road which she is taking. 
"On her depends her present and 
her future.

English Say Nazis Have Been Unable 
To Land Sea-Borne Troops; Navy 
Takes Huge Toll Of Invaders

Fiercely counter-attacking: British troops were reported (a 
have gained a definite edge over Adolf H itler's aerial invaders 
in the four-day-old Battle of Crete today, with the severest fight­ 
ing centering near Suds bay around the Malemi airport, IO 
miles south of Canes, the Crete capital. 
British headquarters said Nazi air-home detachments al 
Candia, in central Crete, and at Retimo, about halfway between 
Candia and Canes, had been accounted for—killed or taken 
prisoner—in bitter hand-to-hand fighting. 
Prime Minister Winston Churchill reported yesterday thatl 
the German* had occupied Candia, the old-time capital of Greta 
and largest island city. 
Military sources in Cairo, headquarter! of the British Mid* 
die East command, said British naval guns were shattering 
German attempts to land troops by sea. 
On the Mediterranean iale itself, the British said, the Ger* 
mans gained only a single “ decent” foothold in the Malemi sec* 
tor. 
Elsewhere, the trend was pictured as slowly turning to 
Britain 's advantage despite new swarms of Nasi ’chutists sad 
other aerial troops dropping from the clouds. 
’Greatest’ Sea-Air Battle Mow Underway 
The greatest battle between air and seapower ever fought 
is probably now taking place off Crete, a London spokesman 
said. He acknowledged that some losses to warships are “ inevit­ 
able”, but called German claims exaggerated, “ as usual”, 
The navy, however, was acknowledged to be fa Ho it a tough propo­ 
sition because It must wage a ceaseless fight cloes to hostile short 
bases In the fare of constant air attacks. 
Furthermore, one source said. the Germans are using powerful 
formations of dlve-bombere and the combination of heavy air attaaks 
and confined waters In which the battle is being fought hag kept the 
navy from chasing He foe back to Its own shores. 
Germen dlve-bomhers attacking the fleet were said to have suf­ 
fered heavily from antt-atrcraft fire and It was reiterated that there 
doubtlessly has been heavy slaughter among Germans landed on Crete 
from the air. 
London Informants emphasized that the navy will hold nothing 
hack to prevent sea-borne reinforcements, guns. tanka and amin unit km 
reaching the Germans who are described as needing them. 
The battle, raging in undiminished fury, thus appeared to be r e 
solving itself Into a showdown between Britain's might afloat and Ger­ 
many's air supremacy—factors on whit*, some military experts, be­ 
lieve. the outcome of the whole war may be determined. 
As long as the British fleet can ward off sea-borne landings. It wag 
said. there is a chance that the Invasion will fail. 
Virginlo Gayda, Fascist editor, said In the Rome newspaper TI 
Giomale O’ Italia that the British warships engaged Is the defense of 
Crete Included at least five big battleships, two aircraft carriers and 
a powerful group of cruisers and destroyers. 
A London spokesman described the British position as being “cer­ 
tainly as satisfactory as It was 24 hours ago.” All at'jmpta to land 
forces on the island from the sea have failed, the spokesman declared 
flatly.

ORE and mon* frequently of lata, opinion baa 
baas expressed by citizen* th a t "they" ought 
lo look into this city m in tie r quaation. "M aybe 
th a t’s Juat w hat our town noeda,” Is tho aubatance 
of th eir remark*. 
Now cornea I read er who, in i letter publiahed 
in The Review T hursday, auggeata it'* "about tim e 
we put a aide our local partisan view s end work to­ 
g eth er 
for ou r comm on 
in terest—a 
progressive, 
efficient m unicipal governm ent." T his w riter sug­

Zamzammed 
pO S S IB L Y the worst thing th at could have hap­ 
pened to Germany right now waa the three- 
day aeusation of the Zamzani. It has done more 
to wake up complacent Americana than anything 
•inc* th* surrender of France, 
Here was a boat operating thousands of miles 
out of the war aone. On its passenger Hat were a 
num ber of American missionaries, representing the 
international goodwill of thousands of their country­ 
men, m any of them residents of the midwest where 
the war still is something supposed to go sway if 
it s ignored. 
W hen it finally wa* disclosed by Germany that the 
ship's passengers had been landed in France, the 
explanation wa* accompanied by a smug statem ent 
that everything had been don* according to inter­ 
national law ; th ere w ere no irregularities. Germany 
merely had exercised Its rights, which meant tn this 
case destroying a vessel In the registry of Egypt. 
a neutral. 
For th* firet Lime a lot of American* who never 
had (bought much about it one way or the other 
realized what it would mean to live in a world 
where one country assumed the right to "zamzam" 
ahipptng at will—always, of course, In strict ac- 
cordance with international law.

day.

agent 
opens at different p ost offices a t 
least tw o savings bank accounts 
every day w ith deposits of 5 shill­ 
ings. 
In one he deposits a second 
sum, say 2 shillings. 
Withdraws 20 Pounds 
T he 
forger then 
detaches the 
stam ped side of the book w ith tw o 
en tries and fixes it in th e book 
w ith one. 
Thus his book show s a 
5-shilling 
e n try 
w ith an official 
6tamp, than a blank line w ith an 
official stam p. 
On th a t blank line the forger 
fills in a deposit of 20 pounds. 
The w ithdraw er then goes from 
one postoffice to an o th er m aking 
3 pound "on dem and" w ithdraw 
als u ntil the w hole is w ithdraw n.

article on the "P resen t Status of 
the Pulpless T ooth” by Dr. Louis 
I. Grossman, of Philadelphia. 
It Is admitted th at the pulpless 
tooth is a possible source of focal 
Infection. A good deal has been 
m ade of focal infection but. as 
Dr. Billings, who did so much to 
place the concept before the med­ 
ical profession, said, "Focal Infec­ 
tion as a cause of disease has 
come to stay. But. like every other 
principle In medicine, it has its 
Im itations.” 
Question Now Changed 
The question of w hether a pulp­ 
less tooth Is a dead tooth has 
som ew hat changed in status. Ac­ 
cording to Dr. Grossman, "A pulp­ 
less tooth Is not a dead tooth. It 
still has a definite and vital rela­ 
tionship with the surrounding tis­ 
sue, . . . The life of the tooth is 
dependent upon the integrity of 
th e m em brane (the outside) and 
not upon the integrity of the pulp. 
Many anatom ists believe that the 
function of the pulp ceases when 
the tooth Is completely calcified 
shortly after eruption.” 
T hat a pulpless tooth is not a 
dead tooftfh may be evidenced by 
the pain experienced upon its re­ 
moval without an anesthetic. 
It is a well known fact that a 
large num ber of people who have 
pulpless teeth show no evidence of

In a series of X ray studies in 
a large hospital, conducted over a 
num ber of years, It was found that 
among 1.500 patients, only about 
half could possibly be considered 
to have any part of their Illness 
due to infected teeth.

Studies by bacteriologists using 
the hest technique indicate that 
pulpless 
teeth, 
even 
when 
they 
have X-ray shadows at the apex, 
seldom show any germ s present 
either in the pulp or a t the apex 
when careful culture technique is 
carried out. 
These studies confirm my own 
impressions which have been gath­ 
ered during the last ten years on 
people who have had 
teeth 
re­ 
moved for little, or no, reason. A 
pulpless tooth, lf it Is not giving 
any trouble and is solid in the Jaw, 
may be doing a very 
excellent 
service In preserving the contour 
of the mouth and the integrity of 
the dental arch. I believe doctors, 
more and more, are getting con­ 
servative in their attitude towards 
the destruction of Innocent teeth. ,

Pulpless teeth sometimes may 
do no harm. 
L 
AST summer one or two of my 
readers 
asked 
me 
to 
Rive 
tome advice about the pulpless 
tooth. I Interviewed a number of 
my dental friends and I fear did 
not get very satisfactory answers. 
Apparently opinion 
Is 
changing 
and I take pleasure In quoting an 
article on the "Present Status of 
the Pulpless Tooth'* by Dr. Louis 
I. Grossman, of Philadelphia. 
It la admitted that the pulpless 
tooth Is a possible source of focal 
Infection. A good deal has been 
made of focal infection but. as 
Dr. Billings, who did so much to 
place the concept before the med­ 
ical profession, said, "Focal Infec­ 
tion as a cause of disease has 
come to stay. But. like every other 
principle In medicine, It has Its 
limitations.** 
Question Now Chenged 
Th# question of whether a pulp­ 
less tooth Is e dead tooth has 
somewhat changed In status. Ac­ 
cording to Dr. Grossman. "A pulp­ 
less tooth Is not a dead tooth. It 
atill hat a definite and vital rela­ 
tionship with the surrounding tis­ 
sue, . . . The life of the tooth is 
dependent upon the integrity of 
the membrane (the outside) and 
not upon the integrity of the pulp. 
Many anatomists believe that the 
function of the pulp ceases when 
the tooth la completely calcified 
shortly after eruption.” 
Thet a pulpless tooth is not a 
dead tooth may be evidenced by 
the pain experienced upon its re­ 
moval without sn anesthetic. 
It is a well known fact that a 
large number of people who have 
pulpless teeth show no evidence of 


focal 
infection or systemic dis­ 
comfort. 
In a series of X ray studies in 
a large hospital, conducted over a 
number of years, it was found that 
among 1.500 patients, only about 
half could possibly he considered 
to have any part of their Illness 
due to infected teeth. It is signifi- 
cant that 75 percent of the well 
group had pulpless teeth. 
Taking the entire 
group 
and 
defining "weir* as meaning those 
whose 
trouble 
could 
not 
he 
ascribed to teeth, it is significant 
that of those with pulpless teeth. 
4fi percent were sick and 54 per­ 
cent 
were 
well, 
whereas 
those 
without pulpless teeth. 50 percent 
were sick and 50 percent were 
well. 
Unneceeeary Extractions 
Studying 
over 
1,000

students. It was found that near­ 
ly 20 percent of the group, all of 
whom 
were healthy, 
had

teeth. 
The conclusion of the etudy was 
"The wholesale removal of devita­ 
lized teeth and teeth with granu- 
iomata, Is certainly without just!, 
fication 
in 
healthy young 
indi- 
, viduals." 
I 
Studies by bacteriologists using 
the hest technique indicate that 
pulpless teeth, even 
when 
they 
have X-ray shadows at the apex, 
seldom show any germs present 
either in the pulp or at the apex 
when careful culture technique is 
I carried o u t 
These studies confirm my own 
impressions which have been gath­ 
ered during the last ten years on 
people who have had teeth re­ 
moved for little, or no, reason. A 
pulpless tooth, if It Is not giving 
any trouble and is solid in the jaw, . 
may be doing a very excellent 
service in preserving the contour 
of the mouth and the integrity of 
i the dental arch. I believe doctors, 
more and more, are getting con­ 
servative in their attitude towards 
the destruction of innocent teeth.
